(3) The Ministry of Food and Agricultuie (Dcplt of 
Agriculture) mav collect and coordinate from time to 
time the demands of the State Governments Including 
Union 1 erritoi ies eLc as also from manufacluiing 
linns ill respect of foieigu exchange requirement A 
separate ceiling may be allotted to that Ministry for 
tljp puipose 

III Standardisation . 

(1) Theic is no need for Government control and super 
vision over the technical programme of manufacturing 
firms I here is, however a need for checking the 
quality of matcriar used to ensure that it is according 
to standards and specifications 

(2) The standu dtsif ion of poultry equipment and laying 
down specifications for tne same should be undertaken 
at Government level The Ministry of Food anti 
A gi {culture may consider the desirability of setting 
up of a Committee in collaboration with the Indian 
Standards Institution foi this purpose. 


(3) \ few incuhatois manufactured by each farm should 
he tested Instly for the quality or the materials and 
parts used Subsequently they should he run for 
two consecutive hatches 

(4) The Mimstiy of Food and Agncultuie should airange 

to provide facilities loi such trial tests at the 
Regional Poultry larms and also at the State Poultry 
Farms 

(3) The inspection and testing of the material used in 
the manufacture of the equipment may he carried 
out by the Industries Departments in Live Jtates in 
Collaboration with the State I'oultiy Development 
Office! s 

(fi) All facilities piovided to the fabricator of agilcultural 
implements by way of priority allotment and move 
men t of raw materials etc should he extended to 
manufactuiers of poultry equipment 

(7) lor tlie manufacture of poultry equipment in genctal 
and the fabrication of its components in particular, 
raw materials like iron and steel G I sheets and 

wnc, aluminium sheets, asbestos sheets, sheet steel, 
zinc sheets, black sheets etc should he released to 
the manufacturers at controlled rates 

IV Assistance to Manufacture is 

(1) All requests foi loan assistance from poultiy equip 

ment manufacturers may be sympathetically consi- 
dered by the State Industries Department and the 
Industrial Finance Corporation. 

(2) The Ministry of Food and Agriculture may also 

consider providing loans for this purpose, if necessary 

(3) Requests for facilities by way of land, work sheds, 

supply of electricity etc may be consideied 

sympathetically by the authorities concerned 

(4) Firms interested in manufacture of poultry equipment 

especially incubators should be encouraged to 

register with the Directors of Industries in the States 
for the pm poses of obtaining facilities normally 
available to small scale industries viz (a) technical 
assistance from the Small Industry fieri ices Institute 
(b) land and electric power (c) supply of machinery 
under hire purchase system (cl) allotment of factory 
sheds m the industrial estates (e) financial assistance 
(f) assistance for supply of raw material at controlled 
rates (g) essentiality certificate for import of law 
material and components, and (h) facilities for 
commercial and marketing services 

V Miscellam ous 

(1) The Committee have suggested that steps should be 

taken to impiovc and stabilise the existing demand 
for poultry equipment requited by Government 
Depaitments 

(2) The Ministry of rood and Agriculture may impress 

upon the State Governments the need for develop- 
ment or poultry farming on modem lines in both 
rural and ui ban areas in an intensive and integrated 
manner That Mimstiy may also arrange for the 
picparation of suitable leaflets describing the 
usefulness of various types of poultry equipment 
cither through the Directorate of Extension and 
Training or through the concerned departments In 
the StaLcs for free distil button purposes 

(5) For an exchange of ideas among themselves, the 
manufacturers of poultry equipment may be Invited 
to the annual ronfeience of poultry breeders which 
is held in conjunction with the All India Cattle and 
Poultry Shows 

5 Government have accepted these rccoinracndatsons in 
principle Steps will be taken to implement them as far as 
possible
